Referring to Figs. 6-7, the mold 40 of Fig. 1 may be formed in any desired shape. In 
Fig. 6, mold 1 10 is formed to be oriented as a protrusion in a wall surface. In Fig. 7, mold 210 is 
formed as a particular protrusion that extends outward of the wall so that it can be utilized as a 
bench in a shower (such as a square). The flange of the mold, such as flanges 11 4 , 21 4 112, 
212 in Figs. 6-7 may be thought of as relatively large and relatively thin to optimize their use in 
attaching the mold to a preliminary wall 16. Wall 16 may also be thought of as drywall. 
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
